Loss and Gain. 


The Prime Minister's eldest son has 
fallen in action—killed in the splendid 
fighting of the last few days on the Somme. 
Another Minister, Mr. Pike Pease, the 
Assistant Postmaster-General, has lost a 
son in the same fighting—a young lieu- 
tenant in the Coldstream Guards. 
Lieutenant Asquith was thirty-eight years 
of age, and before the outbreak of war 
his maturity had begun to fulfil the bril- 
liant promise of his youth at Oxford. 
Lieutenant Pike Pease was a boy of nine@ 
teen, who had gone straight from the play- 
ing fields of Eton to the. battlefields of 
Flanders. In the present war loss is 
common to the race, but one is moved to 
a special sympathy with men to whom this 
sharp affliction has come in the middle of 
their tremendous responsibilities as 
gcvernors and protectors of the State. 
With all his political faults, Mr. Asquith 
has shown an unfaltering patriotism dur- 
ing the last two years, a fine confidence in 
his country’s cause and destinies, a firm 
resolve to pursue the struggle until that 
cause is fully and permanently achieved. 
We know that his present loss will not 
turn him from his purpose by a hair’s- 
breadth. His bereavement, and that of 
his colleague in the Government, will 
bring home to the whole world the soli- 
darity of the British Empire at the present 
terrible time. The manhood of the 
United Kingdom and of the Dominions 
has sprung to arms with a serene and 
almost unconscious disregard of rank and 
place and prospects, Many British 
peerages have lost their last link with 
posterity since the battle of Mons. In 
many a lowly cottage stands the vacant 
chair of an only son, who will never fill 
it again. Thousands of highly educated 
men have abandoned prosperous and pro- 
mising careers, like Lieutenant Raymond 
Asquith, and have shared his glorious fate. 
Thousands of lads, still almost schoolboys, 
have gone to their death like young Pike 
Pease, as proud and happy as when they 
were leading their teams to victory at 
cricket or football. Hundreds of thousands 
have exchanged aimless and useless lives 
for the discipline and splendid concentra- 
tion of a profession and @ purpose that 
have sent them smiling to death or 
wounds. Throughout the country to-day 
are many thousands of silent homes und 
broken hearts, millions of fathers, mothers, 
and wives to whom every postman’s knock 
brings an almost intolerable pang of 
anxiety. These things are the price of the 
great news that comes to us daily in Sir 
Douglas Haig s reports, To many—to all 
our soldiers—the news is worth the suffer- 
‘ing. ~ Even those at home who cannot 
pitch their hearts so high know that the. 
cause demands the suffering, and that 


every young Briton who dies in this war 
has served his country better than if he 
had devoted his three score years. and ten

poor. Many others still turn their 
ignople thoughts to nothing but luxury and 
amusement. We still plumb surprising 
depths of infamy, as in those Army con- 
tract scandals which have been exposed 
during the last few days. Just as we 
know, hdwever, that the war will raise the 
character of our industry, so we know that 
it has raised already the character of our 
people as a whole. Spiritually and 
morally, the British Empire is infinitely 
the better for the war. Knowledge by 
suffering entereth, and already the war has 
done two great things for us. . It has 
established a bond of brotherhood between 
ali classes. They have had the same 
hardships and bereavements in the same 
cause. The peers and trade unionists 
who, during many profitless years, abused 
one another in Parliament are now binding 
one another’s wounds in the trenches, and 
facing death together in front of the same 
machine guns. Captains-of industry have 
got to know the British working-man 
better in France than they ever knew him 
in the factories at home. For Ulster 
Unionists and Southern Nationalists in the 
Irish regiments the Somme is undoing the 
dismal work of the Boyne. The war has 
given us not only this sense of brother- 
hood, but a new and higher sense of im- 
perial identity, together with a more 
solemn recognition of imperial duties and 
responsibilities. We may believe that after 
the war we shall be a greater, a more 
united, a more thoughtful people, more 
conscious of our mission in the world, and 
more capable of fulfilling it. We shall 
have still our class divisions and labour 
troubles, but we shall approach these 
problems in a different and better way. 
Half of our electorate will ‘have been 
through the cleansing, fires of war, and, 
being itself vastly improved, will give 
us a vastly improved House of Commons. 
The companionship of war will assuage 
the bitterness of party strife. The serious- 
ness and singléness of mind bred by war 
will give us a new outlook on the old 
questions of social and educational reform. 
All this, at least, we may expect, and who 
will say that the expectation is not justi-

fied by the cheerful sacrifice of the nation 


at home and the splendid work of the | 


nation in the field? The new England— 
and, as we may hope, the new Ireland, 
too—will owe this great renascence to the 
men who have died, and are dying, for 
England and Ireland. That high and 
noble comfort Mr. Asquith may share to- 
day with the father of the humblest Dublin 
Fusilier who fell at Guillemont. 


In Two Fields. 


Sir Douglas Haigs laconic formula, 


“the general situation is unchanged,” tells | 
us that, though progress in detail is still 
being made, no effort is afoot for the | 
moment comparable with the great 
work of last Friday and Saturday. The 
Commander-in-Chief, however, is now in a 
position to give us more ample informa- 
tion upon what he calls “probably the 
most effective blow which has yet been 
dealt to the enemy by British troops. - 
The ring of-confidenbe about his report is 
made all the more convincing by his 
frank statement that at one point—on the | 
extreme right—eur troops were unsuccess- | 
ful im their attempt to dislodge the | 
Germans. He describes the nature of | 
the position which, everywhere except at | 
this one point, was carried within a few 
hours on Friday. lt consisted of a treble | 
lime of entrenchments, connected together | 
by strong subsidiary trenches, and with 
advanced posts lodged in trenches, works, 
and shell-holes with machine guns. These | 
formidable defences were supported by 
more than a thousand guns of all calibres. | 
It is evident that the “tanks"’ played a | 
conspicuous part in leading our infantry | 


advance successfully through them, and | | 


it was largely owing to their assistance | 
in dealing with strong points that our | 
casualties, relatively to the great results | 
achieved, were small. They caused, Sir 
Douglas Haig tells us, “indescribable de- 
moralisation in the enemy 's ranks.’’ It is, 
indeed, to the moral rather than to the 
material gains that he attaches the 
highest value. The strategic results in 
the two days’ fighting are, of course, “of | 
great importance.” We have gained | 
álmost all the high ground between | 
Combles and the Ancre; we are well down 
the forward slopes; and we have secured 
excellent artillery obseryation posts which 
enable us to. inflict heavy punishment 
upon the Germans in the fourth position 
which they have improvised in our front. 
But, in Sir Douglas Haig’s opinion, “the 
damage to the enemy’s moral is probably 
of greater consequence.” The effects of 
three months’ remorseless punishment are 
beginning to appear in the enemy. The 
scale of their losses is indicated by Sir 
Douglas Háaigs statement that of the 
thirty-five German divisions which the 
British forces alone have engaged on the 
Somme front since the Ist of July no 
less than twenty-nine have already been 
defeated and have withdrawn exhausted. 

If the Allies continue their irresistible 
pressure on the Somme, the pro- 
gramme of the new Chief of the 
German Great General Staff is im- 
possible of accomplishment. He is 
fighting grimly against destiny in the 
east; but we have every reason to hope 
that he is too late to withstand the march 
of events. For the moment he has 
staked everything upon preventing that 
Rumanian descent upon Bulgaria from 
the north which would be decisive of the 
fate of Germany's communications with 
the Orient. A very few more days will 
show us whether this gamble is to achieve 
even a temporary success, The composite 
enemy.

The Coal Supply. 


Viscount Milner is conducting negotia- 
tions which may lead to an important 
extension of Government control over the 
country’s industry and resources. He has 
proposed that the Government shall take 
over the coal industry upon an arrange- 
ment analogous to that which applies to 
the railways of Great Britain. Members 
of the Committee of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion, in a report concerning the negotia~ 
tions, say that the proposal has been 
made “in order to regulate and organise 
the nation’s coal output, and prevent over- 
lapping by the several committees now 
regulating the supply and distribution of 
coal.” The scheme provides that during 
the war period both owners’ profits 
and wages shall remain at their present 
level. Representatives of South Wales 
miners are éndeavouring to secure a 
higher rate of wages tinder the scheme, 
and this point will probably be a 
matter for arbitration. At all events, it 
is not likely to hinder the adoption of 
the scheme as a whole. The main pur- 
pose of the scheme is to give the Govern- 
ment a certain power of control over the 
neutral shipping which coals at British 
ports.. For some time past the Govern- 
ment has used its authority over British 
shipping to direct it in courses most 
beneficial for the nation at large, but 
neutral steam shipping, though dependent 
on Britain for its coal supplies, has recog- 
nised no resulting obligation. The idea is 
that, if the Government owns the, coal, 
it will be in a position to stipulate the 
use which the consumer shall make of it, 
and to require him to call for his return 
cargo at specified ports. In that way it 
is believed that the whole of the shipping 
in our ports—with the possible exception 
of neutral sailing vessels—may be 
organised and directed. It is not proposed 
that the arrangement shall make any 
difference in the home trade. The distri- 
bution will be done through private re- 
tailers, as at present, and the supplies 
will probably be based on those of last 
year. No hope is held-out of any cheapen- 


ing of the supply, and Dublin prices will 


continue to be influenced largely by the 
cost of carriage from the pit-head. 


Í MR. ASQUITH’S ELDEST SON 


KILLED.

It is officially announced at 10 Downing 


i street, London, that Mr. Asquith has received 


intimation that his son, Lieutenant Raymond 
Asquith, Grenadier Guards, was killed in 
action on the 15th inst. 

Lieutenant Asquith was the eldest son of the 
Prme ister, and was born in November, 
1878. Im 1907 he married Miss Katherine 
Horner, daughter of Sir John Horner. He 
gained many honours at Balliol, and was called 
to the Bar in 1904. He was junior counsel for 
Great Britain in the North Atlantic Fisheries 
Arbitration at The Hague, in 1911, and later 


| was appointed junior counsel to the Inland 
| Revenue. 


Mr. Rayniond Asquith was a former 
President of the Oxford Union. He was pros- 
pective Liberal candidate for Derby. 

Mr. Asquith had three sons of military age— 
Raymond, Cyril, and Arthur—and when the 
call for men came ail promptly volunteered for 
service. Arthur was one of the first of the 
country’s volunteers to see active service. Join- 
ing the Royal Naval Reserve, he was with the 
livislon which gallantly delayed the German 
capture of Antwerp. Later, as may be remem- 
bered, the Prime Minister's elder daughter has- 
tened to Egypt on receipt of news that another 
brother had m wounded in the Gallipoli 
campaign, and now the family have received 
news of the death in action of the 
eldest son. 

Already many messages of sympathy have 
reached the Prime Minister and . Raymond 
Asquith, widow of the deceased officer. 

Viseount Grey was in attendance at the 
Foreign Office yesterday, and several other 
Ministers are back in London, including Mr. 
Bonar Law, Mr. Chamberlain, and Mr. 
Harcourt, who all three called at 10 Downing 
street in the afternoon. e Prime Minister is 
still at his Berkshire residence, and has re- 
ceived there many condolences on his great 
bereavement.

It is difficult to trace accurately the 
British line on the Somme front just now. 
It is evident that, after Friday's great 
push and the success on Saturday, it 
is indented and irregular. We know 
it runs west of _Mouquet Farm, north- 
eastwards, to west of Courcelette. How 
far west it is-difficult to say. Then it 
runs in a wavy line south and east through. 
Martinpuich to Flers, 
south-east, skirting Lesbeuís and Morval. 
There must be many salients in this line 
that want straightening out, but the most 
interesting part of the line is on the 
extreme MS sa Se is stiil proving 
a hard nut to crack. e Germans must 
have big forces there, or they could hardly 
have launched the counter-attack on 
Mouquet Farm which Sir Douglas Haig 
announces to-day.

It must be taken that a day or two will 
pass before Sir Douglas Haig gives the 
word for another push.

The latter is on high ground. It is the 
last bit of high ground that the Germans 
have in this area. It also commands 
Combles.

The new monster battle motors are of 
the feminine gender to the troops who 
man them, and are colloquially alluded to 
as “she,” though the pet name is 
“tanks.”

Lieutenant Raymond Asguith, the eldest 
son of the Prime Minister, who was killed 
at the front on Friday last, was in his 
thirty-eighth year. ' His career had al- 
ready been a distinguished one, and was 
full of promise. In July of last year he 
was gazetted to a commission in the 
Queen's Westminsters, later exchanging 
into the Grenadier Guards. Deep sym- 
pathy will be felt for the Prime Minister 
and the young widow. 

It is somewhat sad that the pernicious 
activities of missionaries of enemy origin 
in India should have obliged the Indian 
Government to decide not to allow -these 
people to instruct the native races in 
iuture. Thie decision was not reached 
without ample cause. For some time the 
Government had reason to suspect that 
certain disturbing events were due to the 
teachings of the German missionaries, and 
they found that awpeculiar language was 
being used. This was discovered to be 
thoroughly disloyal, and the investigation 
led to the removal from the Chota Nagpur 
district of a number of lay Germans, and 
the internment of many missionaries. The 
missions were given to the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel and the Church 
Missionary Society. The policy of the 
Government has been generally approved 
in India, where there is now a strong feel- 
ing against German missionaries being ever 
alloped to resume ivstruction of the native 
races. 

The Army Clothing Department scandal 
and the severe remarks of the judge have 
been a general topic of conversation to- 
day. Rumours are current of further 
scandals in the Clothing Department, and 
of irregularities in others. _ Searching in- 
quiries are to be made in all the depart- 
ments under the War Office, for Mr. Lloyd 
George, it is understood, is devoting his 
personal attention to cases of corruption 
and waste brought before his notice. It 
is said that corruption often arises because 
an overseer or foreman demands that a 
contractor shall give him something ; other- 
wise his goods will be rejected or held up. 
The whole niatter will be raised in Parlia- 
ment as soon as possible, and the Govern- 
ment will be urged to introduce legislation 
to carry out the ideas expressed by Mr. 
Justice Low. 

The Evening Standard to-night remarks 
apropos of the scandal: “It is not 
many weeks ago that an ex-member of the 
House of Commons privately called the at- 
tention of a Minister to a letter received 
by a firm from a Government employé sug- 
gesting that a little present would be 
acceptable. The man was discharged, but 
since then the firm has not been asked to 
d> any more Government work. This is 
not an isolated experience of contracting 
firms. From what contractors say it would 
appear to be a fairly common experience.”

FRENCH REPORT. 


The following communigué was issued yester 
day from the French Headquarters with refe- 
rence to. the Salonika front :— 

East of Cerna, the Serbian troops, who 
reached the outskirts of Mont Vetrenik, re- 
pulsed violent Beyer counter-attacks. 

Caught under a barrage fire and under fire of 
machine guns, the enemy forces suffered heavy 
losses. 

Further to the west Serbian detachments, 
dursuing their forward progress despite the 

culties of the ground, have carried, at a 
single rush along the crest of Kajmackalan, the 
firs; Bulgarian line, which was strongly or- 
ganised and defended by numerous wire en- 
tanglements. i 

An enemy counter-attack launched during the 
night was completely repulsed. 

‘o the north-west of Lake Ostrovo the 
Serbian infantry is continuing the passage of 
the River Blod, while their artillery i «ner- 
getically bombarding the Bulgarian positions on 
the right bank. 

On our left flank the Franco-Russian troops 
joined battle with large Bulgarian forces on 
the front Rosna Florina. After a desperate 
struggle which lasted the whole day, on the 
17th inst.,eand the whole of the following night, 
and*despite a desperate resistance from the 
Bulgarians, who delivered a series of counter- 
attacks and cavalry charges, our troops gained 
a brilliant victory. 

The town of Florina, carried by assault at 10 
o'clock this morning by French troops, is en- 
tirely in our power. i 

The enemy is falling back in disorder in the 
direction of Monastir. 


BULGARIAN REPORT. 


The Bulgarian official communiqué, issued 
yesterday, is as follows :— 

Macedonian Front—Our troops on the right 
wing were fighting south of Florina the whole 
of the 16th inst. There was a strong artillery 
duel. All the night attacks of the enemy were 
re i 
n the Moffenica lowlands calm prevailed. 

On the right bank of the Vardar things were 
likewise quiet. On the left bank vigorous ar- 
tillery duels took place. 

A weak attack by the enemy west of Dolzeli 
was beaten off by our fire. fe made several 
dozens of prisoners, and captured three machine 
uns.

THE BULGAR ROUT. 
ALLIES’ SWIFT TACTICS, 


SERBIANS APPROACHING 
MONASTIR. 


Mr. G. J. Stevens, special correspondent of 
the Press Association and the Daty Telegraph, 
writing from Athens on Sunday, says :— 

From Western Greek Macedonia the Bul- 
garian invader is in full retreat, and at the time 
of writing the last of his forces has probably 
left its soul. The attack, which commenced on 
Thursday, has given swift results. With the 
taking of the hirli Derveni defile, the Banitza 
Heights could not be held, and fell into our 
hands as an easy prey. The further advance 
into the plain of Florima became easy; as the 
enemy could nowhere find any naturally strong 
positions to make a stand. Tho heights over- 
looking Florina could not be held, as an extreme 
left turning movement threatened them from 
the west. Hence the enemy, pressed on all sides, 
had to beat a general retreat from Western 
Greek Macedonia to Monastir. From all ac- 
counts which continue to arrive it is clear that 
he broke out into a disorderly retreat, leaving 
behind prisoners, guns, ammunition, and stores, 
What chiefly stands out in this, our first bril- 
liant success, is the synchronism and swiftness 
with which the operation was conducted, which 
left no respite or time to the enemy to reform 
any of his broken detachments, and to make a 
stand that might check for a time our further 
advance. Pressed on all sides, and in danger of 
being surrounded, the defeated troops broke, 
and in certain of their sections a rout set in. 
Following up our brilliant success, our extreme 
left has reached the line Drama-Kensli-Bati, 
distant only nine miles from Monastir, where 
the Serbian force that was operating round 
Lake Ostrovo forced its way through from Gor- 
nitzovo to Banitza, and ec the north- 
eastern district of the plain of Florina. Pursu- 
ing this initial success, the Serbians threw the 
enemy's forces over the Cerna, crossed that 
river at Brod, and entered Morichovo... This 
force is now advancing towards the north of 
Monastir, which will force the enemy to eva- 
cuate the latter town. Thus the re-entry of the 
Serbians into Monastir is only a question of a 
few days. The punishment of Bulgaria is now 
well in sight. I once heard General Sarrail say, 
“When the hour comes for me to advance, I 
intend the advance to be swift and telling.” 
The gallant Serbians are showing the value of 
their re-constituted army, which the Bulgarian 
traitor complacently announced as having heen 
dead and buried. The Bulgar is beginning to 
realise the fallacy of thet announcement.

they considered their rights. In other words, 
they could no longer subordinate their interests 
to a foreign State, in the affairs of which they 
had no influence. They had been dragged into 
wars in which they had no concern, and had 
drawn England into ex ive wars to defend 
them. A conflict of interests arose, as Was 
certain under such circumstances, and England 
claimed the right to tax these Colonies for the: 
general defence; but, even if this quarrel had 
not broken out, owing to the lack of some 
connecting bond some other cause of difference 
could not have been avoided. 

Colonies are now in much the same rela- 
tion to the British Isles that the American 
States were then, but the Parliament, having 
learned wisdom by experience, began in time, 
though often reluctantly, «es im the case of 
Canada and South Africa, to give each Colony 
a Government of its own, and surrender all 
rights of taxation and control over commerce. 
The effects have been very remarkable, nowhere 
more than in South Africa, so lately in rebellion 
against the Empire. But many years have 
elapsed since England was engaged in a great 
war, and no serious strain was put on the loose 
ties which connected the various States with 
the Central Government. As each one did what 
it liked, and no burdens were imposed, matters 
went on happily; certain conferences took place 
which had pleasing effects without causing 
friction. Suddenly the great war broke out, 
and each Colony, overflowing with good feel- 
ings, joined the mother country against its 
enemy. Gradually the war developed and im- 
posed new hardships and duties on each State; 
money, spent light-heartedly at first, became a 
heavy burden, and the wells of voluntary re- 
cruiting began to dry up. There has been no 
thought of flinching, but people have begun to 

onder on the future; they believe this war 
is a just war, but they foresee that the next 
war may not be just, and they will be drawn 
into it all the same; they may, indeed, hold 
back their recruits and their money, but their 
commerce will be subject to attack and their 
frontiers invaded. What, then, will be their 
position? The gravity of this war and the 
sacrifices they have made have ‘driven these 
facts deep into all reflective minds; they regret 
nothing, but they have resolved ‘that in future 
they will insist on their influence being felt in 
mentee of high policy which may result in 
whr. 

We have now to consider what shape this 
demand must take. Will it be in the form of 
consultation with the Prime Ministers of 
Colonies? That will not be possible, because 
all the details of negotiations with foreign 
nations immediately before a war cannot be 
telegraphed to Australia and New Zealand; 
enemies do not wait while these explanations go 
on, and friends require assurance; only those 
on the spot, and those who hold all the threads 
of correspondence in their hands and the power 
to move armies and navies, can form any true 
judgment of passing events, and act at a de- 
cisijve moment. We know how easy it is to 
throw dust in the eyes of those not intimately 
acquainted with the tricks and dod of 
diplomacy and. the secret objecis of i "án 
States. 

There must then be a Ministry in which the 
Colonies are represented, .and this Ministry 
must have the support of some Parliament. It 
cannot be at the mercy of the Parliament of 
the British Isles, because it would then be 
liable to be turned out of office on some. ques- 
tion of domestic policy, concerning, for instance, 
labour in South Wales, the Insurance Act, or 
education—some matter in which the Colonies 
are not interested. It ean evidently be re- 
sponsible only to a Parliament representing the 

lonies and the British Isles, in proportion to 
their lations. As far as we can foresee, this 
Imperial Parliament will deal only with foreign 
affairs, the Army, the Navy, and the finance of 
the Empire, appointing Ministers for each; all 
other business will be transacted by the local 
Legislatures. The prospect, however, of an 
enormous preponderance of representatives of 
the British Isles in an Imperial Parliament is 
not pleasing to the Colonies. For instance, at 
the rate of one representative per million of 
population, the British Isles would have 45 
members to one of South Africa or New Zea- 
land. It is for this reason, as much as sym- 
pathy with Irish views, that Colonial thinkers 
prefer Ireland so far detached as to be a unit 
of the Empire, with separate representation, 
rather than an integral part of the British 
Isles.

I imagine that, if this scheme were carried 
out, assessors would be appointed to enquire into 
the taxable wealth of each of the States of the 
Empire, so that a fair proportion of the cost of 
defence might be provided by each. Beyond 
this fixed contribution, the Irish Government 
would arrange the basis of its own taxation, 
make its own trade laws, protect its own manu- 
factures, or establish Free Trade, according to 
the plan most suitable to the copditions of the 
country. Then, no longer dependent on the 
doles of a reluctant Treasury, or the interfer- 
ence of hostile administrators, if Ireland remain 

r and distressed, at least she cannot accuse 
ngland of being the author of her misfortunes. 
She can build up a new nation with-its own 
spiritual ideals, and with its commerce and in- 
dustry dependent on the intelligence of its own 
people. Being no longer antagonists, the two 
nations will soon be friends; forgetting the 
injuries of the past, they will join willingly in 
the defence of common interests and common 
liberties. I believe nearly every Nationalist, 
and not a few Unionists, if they only will con- 
sider it, will see in this the only practical future 
of Ireland.

The decision of the Intermediate Board 
to publish only the examination numbers 
‘of «the candidates, omitting the usual 
list of names of colleges, schools, and pupils, 
a course which was carried out in the published 
list on Saturday, is the subject of much com- 
ment in Belfast. So fer as I have 
been able to ascertain, the opinion 
amongst head masters and schoo! authorities 
is not unanimous regarding the utility of the 
new method. Some of the leading schools would 
prefer the old method of publieation, which, 
they claim, acis es a guide to parenis. On the 
other hand, the head masters of several of the 
larger schools in Belfast fully approve of the 
new scheme of issuing the lists. They prefer 
a system of inspection which proves the true 
value of a school and of the education im- 
parted. 


ALEXANDRA COLLEGE, DUBLIN 

At this year’s Intermediate Examinations the 
following honours were won by students of the 
College. In the Middle Grade the meda) for 
first. place in English was gained by Miss Gladys 
Wilson, and the medal in History and Histori- 
cal Geography by Miss Lilian M. Brooks. In 
the Modern Literary group Miss Frances Steen 
gained a first class exhibition of £20, with fifth 
place in group, and Miss Lilian M. Brooks 
qualified for a £3 prize. In the Mathematical 
group first class exhibitions of £20 were won 
by Miss Edith K. Orr (third place ip group) 
and Miss Lilian M. Brooks (sixth place). Second 
class exhibitions of £15 were gained by Miss 
Marion Disney (seventh place) and Miss Maud 
Johnson (eleventh place). In the Science 
group Miss Lilian Brooks (fifth place) and Miss 
Frances Steen (9th place) qualified for second 
class exhibitions of £15. Alexandra College 
prepares only for the Middle and Senior Grades. 


CONVENT OF ST. LOUIS, MONAGHAN, 
The Convent of St. Louis, Louisville, 
Monaghan, can claim a total of thirty distinc- 
tions as the result of this year’s Intermediate 
examinations. The total is made up of -ten 
exhibitions, twelve prizes, six medals, one com- 
osition prize in German, and the Burke 
femorial Prise. In the Senior Grade, Miss 
Meggie M’Geehin won the first-class exhibition 
of £30 in Group D, in which group also two 
£5 prizes were awarded to pupils of 
convent. In the Middle Grade Miss Winnie 
M‘Ateer won a first-class exhibition in Group B, 
a second-class exhibition in Group D, and a 
German composition prize. Miss Kathleen 
Meade won second-class exhibitions in Grovwps 
B and D, In the Junior Grade Miss Josie 
Lappin won the Burke Memorial .Prise, and « 
first-class exhibition in Group D, and took first 
place in Ireland in Commerce. She also won & 
£3 prize in Group B. These are noteworthy in- 
dividual successes, but the list as a whole is 
particularly creditable to this school, which has 
done extremely well in the Intermediate exami- 
nations in recent years. The convent also pub- 
lishes its guccesses in the examinations held by 
the Royal Irish Academy of Music, and in the 
science examinations under the Technical In- 
struction Department. The names of punils 
who have been awarded County Scholarships are 
also. included. It is to the Intermediate suc- 
gesses, however, that attention will chiefly be 
directed at the moment, and it will be recog- 
nised that these give an extremely good account 
of the teaching resourees and methods in al!

VICTORIA COLLEGE, BELFAST. 

Victoria College, Belfast, has a very fine re- 
cord in respect of the awards to girls as a re- 
sult of the Intermediate al th Bhi 
79.5 per dent. of the students presented passed, 
as compared with the general average for Ire- 
land of 57.5. In the Senior Grade 100 per 
cent. passed, a particularly noteworthy record. 
Eighteen exhibitions weft to studenis of 
Victoria College. In the Senior Grade Migs 
May Elliott secared a second class exhibition in 
mathematics, and a medal for arithmetic and 
alcebra. and four other students secured 
prizes. A particularly successful candidate in 
the Middle Grade was Miss Muriel Clayton, 
who was awarded a first class exhibition in 
classics, & first class exhibition in modern 
literature, a medal for Greek, aud a composition 
prize for Greek. No fewer than five first class 
exhibitions (and one second class) were 
awarded to the College's candidates in the 
Middle Grade. In the Junior Grade four first 
class exhibitions were awarded to Victoria Col- 
lege pupils, and seven second class exhibitions. 
The most noteworthy individual performance in 
this grade was that of Eileen Harbison, 
who secured a first class exhibition in modern 
literature, a first class exhibition in mathe 
matics, and a d class exhibition in science. 
The College has, indeed, through its pupils, 
done exceptionally well. Besides the eighteen 
exhibitions, the distinctions include five medals, 
three composition prizes, @.d six book prizes. 
These distinctions, taken together with the 
remarkable percentages of students who passed 
in the three grades, as‘compared with the 
general percentages for Ireland, convéy their 
own testimony to the excellence of the 
College’s work in the preparation of students 
for the Intermediate Examinations, which are 
the only tangible test that is available of the 
value of the tuition.

THE JUDGE'S REMARKS, 

At the Old Bailey, London, yesterday, the 
trial was concluded of George James Montague, 
inspector, charged with corrgptly accept- 
ing gifts from contractors to the Royal Army 
Clothing Department, Pimlico, in connection 
with a contract for trousers. 

The case for the prosecution was that Francis 
Soar, a member of the contracting firm (Messrs. 


the defendant, told him that some of the 
20,000 pairs to be supplied were not at all nice, 
and asked what it would cost to get them 
through without trouble. The fendant 
quoted a tariff of £5 down and a halfpenny per 
pair of trousers passed. A scheme was 
arrangéd, and the money was sent by post to 
the defendant's private address. 

Francis Soar, now a private in the Durham 
Light Infantry, giving evidence, spoke to several 
payments being made, and, answering the 
Judge, said that under a hundred pairs of 
trousers in the 20,000 were rejected. About 
half of that number, 10,000, were badly made. 

The jury found the defendant guilty, with a 
recommendation to mercy, on account of his 

ious good character. 

The Foreman handed note to the Judge, 
who, on reading it, said—You are of opinion 
that the two men Soar are deserving of the 
severest consure. I am sure I entirely agree 
with you.

PRIZE COURT. 


FALKLAND ISLANDS BATTLE 


RECALLED. 


In the Prize Court, London, yesterday, on the 
application of the Crown, Sir Samuel Evang con- 
demned as absolute contraband certain postal 
parcels seized on board several Dutch vessels on 
their way from the Dutch Rast Indies to Hol- 
land. The parcels, which were being returned 
to Holland as non-delivered goods, included a 
large number of patent automatic revolvers and 
cartridges, which, counsel said, bore German 
patent marks. When the cartridge exploded, 
gas was expelled, the object being to overpower 
the opponent. 

There was an echo of the Falkland Islands 
battle in the Prize Court, when the Hamburg- 
Amerika steamships Santa Isabel and Baden, 
together with their cargoes, were condemned as 
lawful prize. Both vessels were captured and 
sunk by His Majesty’s ships Bristol and Mace- 
donia, said the Crown counsel, as part of the 
operations of the naval battle off the Falkland 
Islands in December, 1914. Affidavits stated 
that both vessels were sunk, as it was considered 
ts they were carrying coal for German war

Stxr,—It may interest your readers to know 
that our Association will hold its annual con- 
ference in the City Hafl, Belfast, on the 26th 
and 27th inst., when questions of great in- 
terest and importance to municipal bodies in 
Ireland, and to the public generally, will be 
discussed.

of the housing question; the treatment of 
tuberculosis by municipal authorities: the inci- 
dence of iticome tax, and the classes on whom 
it falls with overwhelming weight; the effect of 
dental treatment on . national health and 
physique; some aspects of municipal trading: 
compensation for criminal injuries, the 
“ caucus,” etc. 
~The Lord Lieutenant has kindly intimated- 
his intention of being present at the confer- 
énce. A reception committee has been formed 
in Belfast for the purpose of providing enter- 
tainment for the visitors, and the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast, Sir Crawford McCullagh, has, with 
his usual hospitality, arranged to give a 
luncheon to the delegates. The Great Northern 
Railway Company have, with great liberality, 
issued tickets at specially reduced rates to 
delegatés travelling over their line to attend the 
conference. The keen and unabated interest 
which municipal bodies continue to feel in the 
solution of the housing problem is evidenced 
by the number of papers on the subject which 
appear on the agenda. Notwithstanding the 
troublous times through which we are passing, 
the Association is earnestly and actively en- 
gaged on the work for which it was formed, 
and there is every reason to believe that the 
coming conference will be a brilliant success.—

While “it was fine for the vigorous 
and well-clad to fare abroad, to feel the sting 
of rain,” etc., it was also unpleasant and 
heartrending for the farmer to be im his com 
fields remaking his stucks knocked down by 
wind and rain, contemplating all the time the 
loss he may sustain after all his labour. The. 
farmer has long ago understood the futility of 
trying to conquer the elements, but does his 
best notwithstanding to coax all he ean out of 
the land with economic advantage to both. 

No amount of theory or advice to farmers is 
any use unless backed up by a practical de» 
monstration of working an@ financial rssult. 
You state that “ there is an increase in the 
area under pasture of 66,585 acres and a de. 
crease of land under tillage ”; but vou do not 
say that the decrease is 3,925 aeres, the 
balance being land carrying cattle instead of 
hay, and land reclaimed from woods and bogs. 
The extra cattle being raised and in the coume 
try are ajmuch greater asset to the community 
than having this land in meadow. 

You say that it is right that Irish farmers 
should be warned as to the outlook for the 
cattle industry. I think they have realised this, 
and do not look on any extra profits they got 
as money made, but as a reserve to meet the 
drop in prices. Prices of all classes of stock 
have increased; so have feeding stuffs, so that 
up to now, except for the extra profit for 
stock on hand sold, the ordinary pre-war mar- 
gin of profit obtains again, with every sign of 
a decrease, as cattle bought in May of this 
year are ut present not returning a pre-war 
rofit. 

Though there is no more delightful occupa- 
tion than farming, any fair man will admit 
that the return obtained for capital and energy 
estimated in £ s. d. is much lower than if ap- 
plied in commerce. Certainly farmers are not 
organised in the same way as commerce is. 
The question is whether this ‘organisation 
would be a good thing for those outside the 
agricultural community. The necessary outcome 
would be a defence organisation. At present 
the position of affairs is very tersely put by 
Mr. C. F. Ryder in his vigorous pamphlet, when 
he observes: ‘‘ Strangely enough, while every- 
body minds the farmer’s business, he is the 
only man who minds his own.’’—Yours, ete.,

“ GIBRALTAR." 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMER, 
Sire — With reference to “ Viator’s” letter in 


last Saturday's Jrish Times, I am able to throw 


some light on the name '' Gibraltar.” Some 
years ago | observed that name embroidered, 
as described in the above mentioned letter, 
on the sleeves of soldiers’ tunics of an infantry 
regiment stationed in: Hanover, as well ag on 
those of the 79th in Hildesheim. Never having. 
heard that German regiments helped to take 
Gibraltar, ard feeling rather mystified, I 
asked a Pruss.an office: with whom I was 
acquainted, for information. The answer was 
that these regiments had belonged to the 
Hanoverian Army before the Prussians had 
annexed Hanover in 1866, and were original 
regiments of the King's Royal Legion,” com- 
posed of Hanoverians, who had fled to Eng- 
land, where they were trained while Napoleon 
was riding roughshod over Europe. They 
fought thereafter with much distinction and 
valour in the Peninsulat War under Wellington. 
It is possible that “the All-Highest War 
Hun,”’ wishing to demonstrate his devotion 
to these regiments stolen from Hanover befora 
his time, generously gave them this distinctive 
badge, ignoring the fact that the original 
regiments belonged to another nation, and that 
their only claim to the name “ Gibraltar” was 
that during the Peninsular War they had 
helped at some time to garrison that fertress.—
